Watso n has been pushed o ut o n the 
stag e, first iir v ario us ro les created 
by President 
Taft as 
minister to 
fo reig n po sts and when Mr. Watso n 
declared he did no t want any ap­ 
po intment under the administratio n, 
fro m so me so urce came 
persistent 
rumo rs that he was g o ing to lo cate 
here, there and ev ery where in the ro le 
o f a practicing atto rney . 
Yesterday ev ening the Daily Re­ 
publican receiv ed a teleg ram fro m 
Indianapo lis asking if it was true 
that Mr. Watso n was g o ing to o pen a 
law o ffice in Hammo nd, Indiana. Mr. 
Watso n was seen by 
a Republican 
man and emphatically denied that he 
was ev en co nsidering any pro po sitio n 
alo ng that line. 
“ I hav e had a number o f flattering 
o ffers,” said Mr. Watso n, “ and they 
are v ery g ratify ing to me, to be sure. 
The sev eral impo rtant po sts that I 
was o ffered by the 
administratio n 
make me feel that my time spent as 
a public serv ant has no t been wasted, 
fo r such reco g nitio n under the cir­ 
cumstances, is mo st g ratify ing . Fo r 
the present I am g o ing to remain in 
Rushv ille, and I hav e decided o n the 
practice o f law so mewhere in Indi­ 
ana. That much I hav e decided upo n 
as being final.” 
It may be po ssible that Mr. Watso n 
will leav e Rushv ille, but it is sincere­ 
ly ho ped by his many friends here 
that he will finally decide to remain. 
Fo r Watso n to leav e -wo uld be a so r­ 
ry lo ss fo r this co mmunity , fo r it is 
so mething to hav e such a pro minent 
fig ure o f natio nal fame, liv ing amo ng 
us.

Topeka, Kan., April 17.—Charged 
with defrauding the government by 
violations of the internal revenue laws, 
an indictment has been formally re­ 
turned against the Cudahy Packing 
company of Kansas City in the United 
States district court here. 
The com­ 
pany is indicted on 69 5 counts. 
The 
officers of the company will be sum­ 
moned to appear in court and defend 
the charges outlined in the indictment. 
The grand jury was dismissed fol­ 
lowing the return of the indictment. 


Know Nothing About It, The y Say . 
Kansas City , Mo» , April 17.—“I know 
nothing whatever of any indictments 
that may have been returned against 
the company ,” J. H. Hale, general sup­ 
erintendent of the Cudahy plant in 
this city , said when told of the action 
of the federal grand jury at Topeka. 
“I don’t know that the company has 
violated any federal law with regard 
to the labeling of goods sent out from 
this point.” 
J. E. Wagener, another officer, said: 
“If we have violated an internal reven­ 
ue law we are not aware of it. There 
is evidently a mistake somewhere.”

Constantinople, April 17.—A massa­ 
cre of Armenians has taken place at 
Adana, Asiatic Turkey , and according 
to the latest telegrams from Mersina 
still continues. Soldiers, powerless to 
control the situation, are joining in 
the pillage of the town.

numerous. 
The

number of persons who lost their lives 
in the fighting, though one report say s 
six ty Armenians were massacred. Two 
American missionaries are said to be 
among the dead, but no names are 
given and the report as to these is 
unconfirmed.

Constantinople, April 
17.—Neither 
the American ambassador, Mr. Leish- 
man, nor the British embassy had re­ 
ceived any further news concerning 
the massacre or confirmation of the 
reported murder of American mission­ 
aries at Adana. 
Consular telegrams 
received here report that half of the 
town of Adana has been burned and 
the attacks upon the Armenians are 
ex tending into the vilay et.

has been wounded. 
Communication with the disturbed 
district is interrupted, however, and 
all reports received from there must 
be taken with caution. The porte de­ 
clares the disturbances are subsiding. 
Two additional battalions have been 
dispatched to Adana. 
Dispatches from Mersina say that 
disorders have commenced at Tarsus, 
the little town between Adana and 
Mersina, noted as the birth-place of 
the Apostle Paul, and many houses 
are reported to have been burned.

Athens, April ,17.—Telegrams arriv­ 
ing here from Mersina report sanguin­ 
ary riots at Adana as a result of a 
demonstration against the police, who 
had killed two persons they were try ­ 
ing to arrest. A massacre then began

The dispatches add that the foreign 
consuls have demanded that warships 
be despatched to Mersina.

envelope which he said was given him 
by Cigarette Baker. The envelope was 
found to contain $100. Cigarette Baker 
fled before the local authorities could 
locate him. The state offered a reward 
of $3,000 for his capture and return 
but he went to Canada. No effort was 
made to ex tradite him, but several 
attempts were made to trap him. Gov­ 
ernor Marshall withdrew the state’s re­ 
ward on the death of Representative 
Baker, 
but the indictment stands. 
However, the prosecuting witness is 
dead and there is said to be no one 
to prove that Cigarette Baker made 
the alleged offer. 
He landed In this 
country from Europe las* week and is 
looking fine. 
His bond of $5,000 was 
signed by John W. Kern. 
Baker has 
returned to his home at Marion. 


The element that is clamoring for 
a county local option election here is 
financing a movement to have the 
Brolley Sunday baseball law declared 
unconstitutional.
